This Report deals with the operation between July | and September 30, 
1971, and status of applications on file as of September 30, I97I. 


SUMMARY 


|. Active applications as of September 30, 1971 were 18,481, of which 
14,721 were from families and 3,760 were from adults over 60 years 
of age (Table |). This total of 18,481 compares with 16,094 appli- 
cations as of June 30, 197! and 12,805 applications as of March 3l, 
STAG 


2. Applicants placed between July | and September 30 were | ,222 
compared to 994 applicants placed between April | and June 30, and 
406 applicants housed between January | and March 3!, I971 (Chart), 


3. Applications received by OHC between July | and September 30 were 
4,007 compared to 4,607 applications received between April | and 
June 30, and 3,277 applications received between January | and 
March 31, 1971 (Chart). 


4. Distribution of applications by municipality of residence and 
preference have remained fairly constant over the three quarters. 
Approximately 50 per cent of the applicants reside and prefer to 
reside in the City of Toronto, while North York and Scarborough 
have approximately 15 per cent each. 


5. Requirement by bedroom size have also remained relatively constant 
with approximately 67 per cent of applicants requiring two or fewer 
bedrooms and approximately 33% requiring three or more bedrooms (Table |11). 


6. Distribution of applicants by source of income has also remained 
quite steady, with 55 per cent receiving income from employment 
and almost one-quarter from Welfare or Mother's Allowance, while 
the balance received income from workmen's compensation, pension 
and other sources (Table VI).
